Philadelphla, March L—Seoretary of
War Taft was the principal spaaker
last night at the fifteenth snnual din-
ner of the Presbyterlan Bocial Unlon
of Philndeiphia. He spoke on the “good
which Protestant missions can do and

are doing In the Philippines.”

He sald he had been agreeably sur-
1pr!ud to find how libernl the country
| had been In accopting the religlous
Jaestionn in these islands. “Justice de-
mands” he sald, “that we acknowledge
indehtedness to friars and othor priests
of the Roman Catholle church who
! have given to the United States Chris-

tlan material from which we can make
|t self-governing people.”
| The secrelary briefly reviewed the re-
tiglous history of the islands and sald
that he did not think the time was ripe
for proselyting. He belleved that more
can be done for the Philippines by
send'ng money for hospltals, schools ard
churches, and above all high clasy
clergymen who could set & standard
for the people. Ninety por cent of the
population, he mald, dives In dense Ig-
norance and until this great percent-
dge of the people has been educased,
he added, epelf-government In the
islands must be postponed.

Reduced to Simple Case
of Monopoly.

BIG TSANSFER OF COMPANY

Great Corporation Absorbs Les-
ser Light, and Will Now Be
In Position to Supply
Twenty Counties,

San Francisco, March L—The Cali-
fornla Gas & Electric Corporatlon has
consummated an important deal in this
city by the purchase of the system of
the Standard Electric Company of Cal-
ifornia and the United Gas & Electric
Company. This gives the California
Gas & Electric Company a monopoly
in the supplying of electric power to
20 of the principal countles in the state.
Roth of the companies absorbed are
extensive concerns, heavily capitalized.
The Standard had a capitalization of
£5,000,000 authorized wtock and $5,600.-
000 in bonds, all lssued and outstand-
ing. The United Gas was .apitalized
nt 32500000 in authorized stock, of
which $2.286.000 is outstanding, aud
§2,000,000 in authorized bonds, of which
{ 1,100,000 {s outstanding. The purchate
price paid for these two companies by
the Callfornia Gas & Electric Company
has not been made public, but it is eald
to be a high one. The Standard Elec-
trie Company’s main plant is In Ama-
dor county. It sapplles Bacramanto
and San Joaquin counties, joining with
the United Gas & Flectric Company In
supplying the countles around San
Francisc> bay, its lines running
through San Jose up the west side of
the bay into this clty.
